Tel Aviv's usually bustling Rehov Dizengoff em- 
ptied at sundown, the cafes having. closed in the late 
afternoon. Some stores displayed signs in their shop 
windows featuring one word in black lettering — 
Yizkor (Remember).

Knesset votes 52:45 against 
demand for early election

The Knesset decided yesterday not 
to debate a Likud call to set an 
early date for elections. 

It struck down an urgent motion 
by the Likud’s Yitzhak Shamir by 
52 votes against 45, with four ab- 
stentions — δὲ the same session 
called during the recess by the Li- 
kud to debate the Kiryat Shmona 
massacre, ᾿ 

The Likud gained the support of 
the Aguda, the Citizens Rights 
Movement and three NRP men who 

the present Coalition. The 
te bour-Mapam Alignment had the 
support of the pro-establishment 
NEP men, plus the New Commun- 
ists. 

Chief Coalition Whip Moshe Ba- 

ram, opposing the motion, argued 
that’ the President ‘was currently 


awafting an Alignment effort to try 
and form 8. new government with- 
out elections, If that failed, the Li- 
kud could always table a private 
member’s bill in the ordinary way, 

to fix an election date. He hoped 
‘the Likud would discuss the date 
first — as it had traditionally done 
— so as to find one acceptable to 
811. 


Baram pointed ‘out the paradox in 
the Likud’s call for early elections 
in the House, while asking the Pre- 
‘ident to nominate Menahem Begin 
as Premier. That proved the Likud's 
moves were demonstrative, pure and 
simple, Baram said, 


Shamir sald in his motion that it 
was intolerable to have a shaky gov: 
ernment, bereft of public and par- 
llamentary support, at such a time 


of emergency, The army was under- 
going a critical leadership situation. 
Immigration was falling and ab- 
sorption of immigrants was limping 
along, he charged. 

Shamir said the Aligoment had 
given offence to the Presidential of- 
fice by failing to name its candidate 
for the Premier. ‘Why should the 
President and the nation have to 
walt around till you make up your 
minds?” 

“It ta thme the Alignment realised 
that the State's interests should take 
precedence over those of a political 
party. If you postpone elections till 
the autumn it means a government 
will not emerge until January or 
February, 1975. Such a hiatus is

Now that a 
road has been built, and heavy 
snow-clearing equipment brought 
in, it will be possible to main- 
tain a year-round presence on 
the peak, provided that adequate 
shelter is built for the men be- 
fore next winter. 

Syrian efforts to build 2 road 
to their position four kilometres 
away and 200 metres lower down 
have not been renewed since the 
Air Force bombarded tanks and 
earth-moving equipment along 
the road over the weekend. Work 
was halted some 350 metres from 
the position, and has not pro- 

since last Friday. 

It Is learned during the 
Air Force's seven-hour attack on 
Saturday, the Syrians fired Sam- 
4 missiles, but without hitting a 
single plane.

Assad: ‘Will fight until 
just peace is reached’

Syrian President Hafez Assad last 

night said his country will continue 
to fight against Israel until a ‘just 
peace" is attained in the Middle 
East. 

Assad said Syria's struggle will 
go on until the achievement of Sts 
objective, which “is 2 peace devoid 
of injustice and aggression.” 

Assad made the statement in a 
15-minute broadcast marking the 
28th anniversary of the French 
evacuation from Syria, 

“We are confident that our peo- 
ple who struggled until the evacua- 
tion of foreign troops from our land 
on April 17, 1946, are capable of 
achleving the objectives of their 
struggle today,” Assad said. 

The Syrian leader’s remarks coin- 
elded with ea Cairo press statement, 
quoting President Anwar Sadat that 
Egypt has an “astounding” num- 
ber of tanks prepared to cross the 
Suez Canal and long-range ground- 
to-ground missiles aimed and ready 
for firing at three of Israel's prin- 
cipal cities, if Israel attacked Egypt 
or its cities along the waterway 
-bank. 

Cairo’s "“Al-. Abram” newspaper 
further reported that Sadat told 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kis- 


singer: “Every inch of occupied 
Arab lands should be liberated, if 
Egypt is to accept peace.” 

Sadat is expected to review today 
his relations with the Soviet Union 
at a joint meeting of the Egyptian 
Parliament and the Central Com- 
mittee of the Arab Socialist Union, 
Cairo's single political party. 

Sadat was yesterday quoted by 
the Cairo as having told a 
group of students that Egypt was 
now no longer relying solely on 
Moscow for arms supplies, but was 
“diversifying” 115 arms sources. He 
sald he was currently balancing 
his relations with the superpowers, 

streasing that “the U.S. is not on 
our side, but it is no longer against 
us.” 

Cairo’s emphasis on Egypt's 
strained relations with the Soviet 
Union coincided yesterday with a 
Beirut press report claiming that

Second cycle for demobilized 
soldiers ‘running smoothly’ 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 


‘The Hebrew University has opened 
over 400 additional courses in the 
second-cycle school year it started 
on March 17 for some 3,000 stu- 
dents who were still in the army 
at the beginning of the regular 
school year in December, and who 
wer demobilized last month.. 

The three months the students 
have lost will be made up during 
the summer. The 1974/75 academic 
year may be lost, however, for 
some 1,000 students who are still 
mobilized. 

Qne month after the opening of 
the second-cycle year, a committee 
of three professors yesterday Te- 
Ported to University Rector Michael 
Rabin that the complicated sched- 
uling of extra lectures was running 
smoothly. 

The largest number of new 
courses, 168, were opened in the 
Social Setence Faculty, where the 
Percentage of male students Is high 
New courses were also opened in 
the faculties of natural selences, 
agriculture and law. Medicine and 
dentistry did not open second-cycle 


courses, but they are helping stu- 
dents through individual tutoring. 

The programme of sending copies 
of lecture notes to students still 
in the army, which had initlelly 
Tun into difficulties, ls now running 
smoothly, the professors’ report 
said. All those students-soldiers who 
heave requested the notes receive 
them regularly now. ἢ 

The University has also bought 
about 6,000 extra copies of the 
most popular standard text books 
and placed them in department li- 
braries. Waiting for text books to 
become available at libraries con- 
stituted a major bottleneck for 
many students in the past, The 
additional coples now make it east- 
er for students who are still mobil- 
ized, but who study during home 
leaves, to get the texts they need. 
Books now can also ‘be sent to 
atudents in the army.

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HOLOCAUST MEMORIAL DAY 


Tr is more than three decades 
— more than a generation's 

time — since the German nation 
under Hitler and his adminis- 
trators, philosophers, scientists 
and technologists, deployed its 
resources for the methodical an- 
nihilation of the Jewish 7 
Today we know — from German 
diaries and memoirs, from tes- 
timony at the trials of Nazi war 
criminals from Nuremberg on 
— that so important was this ob- 
jective that it was sometimes 
pursued at the expense of the 
war effort. 

With the passage of time, the 

natural history of this occur- 
rence, which so far has defied 
all attempts at explanation, has 
tended to melt into the misti- 
ness of ine word emolocanatin—, 
a rem memory for many, 
a myth for a large pert of 
humanity. Some, even in Ger- 
many, contend that it never real- 
ly happened, that it is only a 
ment of some Jews’ paranoia 
or an invention of other Jews 
to extort from the Gentiles poli- 
tical support and — especially 
from Germany and Austria — 
money. 


But it happened, and two fifths 
of the Jewish nation were 
thus destroyed. There are too 
many people still alive who 
helped to perpetrate it or whom 
it touched hideously. Though ἢ 
remembering that it happend, 
we might also remember t.i 
Germany prepared itself by fist 
practising terror and systema- 
tic violent death on those of 
its own, non-Jewish citizens who

‘Likud inside the government 
would not torpedo negotiations’ 


Knesset Member BINYAMIN HALEVI is the only member of the Herat Party in the Likud bloc who 
can voice his personal political ideas without having them vetted beforehand. “I don’t contradict Herut 
policy,” he told Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter ASHER WALLFISH this week. “My duty is to 
help catalyse the emergence of 2 national unity government; and my ultimate sim is to achieve 
electoral reform for constituency representation even though Herut strongly objects.” 


OQ! of the Likud's top parlia- 
mentarians is convinced that 
his 39-man party is “ripe” at the 
Present time to enter a smooth- 
working government of national 
unity based on a broad political 
Spectrum. * 

At the same time, says Dr. Bin- 
yamin Halevi, Number 8 man in 
the Herut wing of the Likud bloc, 
the prospects of the Alignment 
changing its mind and agreeing to 
@ government of national unity are 
far brighter with the departure of 
Mrs. Golda Meir from the political 
scene. “She was the chief objector," 
says Halevi, a former Supreme 
Court Justice. “Without her, I'm sure 
the Alignment will be ready to 
discuss the feasibility of such a 
coalition.” 

Halevi, who stressed that he was 
Teflecting his personal viewpoints 
and not those of the Likud or any 
of its four wings, said ke wag not 
entirely deaf to the complaints of 
some Alignment leaders that the 
Likud had given its last partnership 
in the government of national unity 
ἃ rough passage. 

“Tg Alignment leaders argue that 
they don’t want us in the Cabinet 
because we shall merely be bring- 
ing a set of time-bombs in with us, 
to explode whenever we find it 
convenient, our reply has to be to 
eliminate those time-bombs’ before- 
hand."

Halevi told The Post that calls 
for a government of national unity 
would never be more than a hol- 
low demonstration if all they en- 
visaged was to glue two parties 
together in a formal partnership. 
“We cannot work out policy as we 
go along. We have to sit down and 
work out a common political ground 
on foreign affairs and defence, on 
territories and negotiations with the 
Arabs, before creating: any union 
Let’s get together immediately, and 
see what we have in common, We 
have a great deal.” 

Halevi revealed that in recent 
days be had been discussing the 
idea of a broad coalition informally 
with several Alignment ΜΚ, all 
from the central Mapai wing. He 
had not talked to Rafi men — with 
whom the Likud had been in cons- 
tant contact anyway about the idea

The Yom Kippur War 
should have taught the Likud — 
like every other party — to rethink 
their ways.” 

He understands why some see a 

ox in the Likud’s double call: 
for immediate elections on the one 
hand, and for the formation of a 
broadly based government, on the 
other. The call for elections dates 
back to the Agranat Report, but 
pre-dates Mrs. Meir’s resignation. 

After the December 81 elections, 
the Likud told President Katzir 
that a national wity government 
should be formed around an Align- 
Ment Premier. In the wake of the 

Report, the Likud told ἢ 
the President (this week) that it - 
proposed Menahem Begin as the 
Premier of a broadly-based gov- 
ernment. The Likud was well aware, 
he said, how strongly the public 
objected to elections with all the 
waste they entailed. Hence it had 
not mentioned elections when it 
called on the President, and regard- 
ed them as a second choice. 

Slim chances 

“Tf the formula which we proposed 
to the President does not bring suc- 
cessful results — and I feel ita 
chances are the slimmest — the 
Likud will go on to dembnd early 
elections," Halevi said.
